THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 

The break between the fall and spring 
seasons promises to be not as pronounced as 
in former years. The phenomenal activity 
during the last three months of the year evi¬ 
dently moved publishers to regard the future 
optimistically, and accordingly they have made 
preparations that will fill up the interval 
usually regarded as the dull season without 
any perceptible break. 

Indeed, judging from the reports of the 
travellers and the preparations made, pub¬ 
lishers look with buoyant confidence upon the 
book season that is now commencing. There 
are about a thousand books to come, and the 
number already published since the begin¬ 
ning of the year exceeds by hundreds the 
output of former years during the same 
period. 

The announcements have a decidedly liter¬ 
ary flavor, though, naturally, inasmuch as we 
are approaching the summer season, “light 
literature” occupies the foremost place as 
regards number. But it is not fiction alone, 
however much that promises to hold its own 
for quality and interest, that fills the lists; 
essays, letters, books of travel and educational 
works constitute an important factor in the 
spring output of books. 

The book trade looks forward with espe¬ 
cial interest to the opening of the coming 
season, because with its advent begins practi¬ 
cally a new era in the publishing and selling 
of books. On May i, according to the plan 
proposed by the American Publishers^ Asso¬ 
ciation, and which we have every reason to 
believe will be endorsed by the American 
Booksellers* Association, whose organization 


probably will be completed before the end 
of this month, a large portion of the new 
books will be sold on a basis that will ensure 
a more secure and profitable living to the one 
engaged in the sale of books. 

True, a vital point seems to have been left 
uncovered in the new arrangement, by leav¬ 
ing the regulation of the discount on fiction to 
the discretion of individual publishers, and 
some other points will very likely need 
straightening out; but much thought has been 
given to the pros and. cons of the plan, and if 
the result is not satisfactory to all at the 
start, that is a condition that must be 
met with in all tentative reform measures. 
There is every reason to hope that, in course 
of time, with the earnest co-operation of all 
concerned, the reforms will take such shape 
that all who are concerned in marketing 
books will have a more adequate remunera¬ 
tion for their services than they have been 
able to obtain for over a quarter of a century. 


LIDDELL AND SCOTT’S GREEK-ENG- 
LISH LEXICON ENTITLED TO 
COPYRIGHT PROTECTION. 

The following opinion of Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral John W. Griggs, deciding that Liddell 
and Scott’s Greek-English Lexicon, copy¬ 
righted in 1882, is not subject to the prohibi¬ 
tive section 4956, Revised Statutes, as amended 
by section 3, Act of March 3, 1891, will no 
doubt be of great interest to the publishing 
trade: 

Treasury Department, Feb. 5, 1901. 

To the Collector of Customs, New York. 

Sir: The Department duly received your 
letter of November 23 last, transmitting the 
application of the American Book Company, 
of New York, for relief in the matter of an 
importation of Liddell and Scott’s Greek- 
English Lexicon, under detention at the port 
of New York for a supposed violation of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the copyright act of March 3, 1891. 

It appears that the work has passed through 
several editions since the year 1843, and from 
time to time has been revised, corrected, 
amended, augmented, and improved; that the 
seventh edition, of which this importation is 
a revision but not wholly a reproduction, was 
issued in the year 1882, at which time the 
copyright accrued to Messrs. Harper & 
Bros., as appears from the notice on the back 
of the title-page of this or the eighth edition; 
that the copyright is now owned by the Amer¬ 
ican Book Company, by assignment through 
the original proprietors, Messrs. Harper & 
Bros.; and that the claim is raised by the 
applicants that inasmuch as the copyright 
was obtained under the law in operation prior 
to the present or so-called international copy¬ 
right act of March 3, 1891, the prohibitive 
provision of section 3 of the latter act does 
not apply. 

The matter was referred to the Attorney 
General for an expression of his views on the 
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subject, and I have now to transmit here¬ 
with a copy of his opinion, dated the 24th 
ultimo, from which you will observe that he 
holds that if the Harpers’ copyright of 1882 
on the seventh edition of the work was com¬ 
plete and legal, and was duly assigned to the 
present owners, the importation in question 
is not subject to the prohibitive provision of 
section 3 of the act of March 3, 1891, amend¬ 
ing section 4956, Revised Statutes. You will 
be governed accordingly.

\ OPINION OP tHE AtTORNEY GENERAL. 

Department of Justice, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 24, 1901. 

To the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
Tr^ceipt of your letter of December 15, 1900, 
which states that the American Book Com¬ 
pany, of New York, has applied to you for 
relief in the matter of an importation of Lid¬ 
dell and Scott’s Greek-English Lexicon, un¬ 
der detention at the port of New York for 
supposed violation of section 3 of the copy¬ 
right act of March 3, 1891; that the copyright 
in the United States of the seventh edition 
of the work issued in 1882 was owned by 
Harper & Bros., of New' York; that the copy¬ 
right of the present or eighth edition is owned 
by the applicant under assignment from 
Harper & Bros.; and, calling my attention to 
an opinion of Solicitor General Conrad (21 
Op*. 159)» yoi-i request my opinion on the 
question w^hether the book, having been copy¬ 
righted in this country prior to the act of 
1891, is subject to the prohibitive provision 
of section 3 of said act. You indicate that 
the importation consists of the folded and un¬ 
stitched sheets constituting the parts of the 
copyrighted book, designed to be stitched and 
bound in volumes in this country as the eighth 
edition, but not made from type set wdthin 
the limits of the United States. 

Responding to your request, I have to say 
that this work, a standard authority of Eng¬ 
lish scholarship, in passing through its sev¬ 
eral editions, has been revised, corrected, 
augmented, and improved wuth the co-opera¬ 
tion especially of American-Greek scholars, 
and in the eighth English edition a short note 
to the preface, signed with the initials of 
Professor Liddell, and dated “Ascot, June, 
1897,” states that certain slight corrections 
and additions have been inserted in the text, 
the rest appearing in the addenda. 

The copyright law previous to the “inter¬ 
national copyright act” of 1891 (26 Stat., 

1106), gave the benefit of copyright only to 
citizens of the United States or residents 
therein (Rev. Stat., sec. 4952). The law^ of 
1891 extended the benefit reciprocally to for¬ 
eign authors and artists, and also protected 
the printing industry in this country (Opin¬ 
ion of January 19, 1901). With these objects 
in view% section 3 of the act of 1891 (amend¬ 
ing sec. 4956 Rev. Stat.), provided that the 
two copies of a copyrighted book required to 
be delivered or mailed to the Librarian of 
Congress shall be printed from type set wfith- 


in the limits of the United States, and con¬ 
tained in the following prohibition: 

“During the existence of such copyright, the 
importation into the United States of any 
book ... so copyrighted, or any edi¬ 
tion . . . thereof, or any plates of the 

same not made from type set . . . with¬ 

in the limits of the United States, shall be, 
and it is hereby prohibited.” 

The exceptions then specified are not ma¬ 
terial to this inquiry. 

Thus it appears that the essential point to 
be determined is whether these provisions of 
the international copyright act apply to the 
copyright and the importation in question. I 
think not. A law speaks from the date of 
its approval, or from the future date fixed 
for it to take eflfect, except so far as it is in 
terms retrospective. The general rule is that 
a law is prospective in operation. (Suther¬ 
land on Statutory Construction, sec. 133, and 
auth. cit.; Murray v. Gibson, 15 How., 421; 
Harvey v. Tyler, 2 Wall., 328; Twenty per 
cent, cases, 20 Wall., 179; Auffmordt v. 
Rasin, 102 U. S., 620; Chew Heong v. United 
States, 112 U. S., 536.) The copyright re¬ 
ferred to in section 3 of the act of 1891 is 
“such copyright” on a book, etc., “so copy¬ 
righted,” in the enlarged scope of the priv¬ 
ilege and for the new purposes indicated, by 
perfecting the right through the requisite de¬ 
livery or deposit inter alia, “not later than 
the day of publication in this or any foreign 
country.” There can be no copyright by vir¬ 
tue of the act of 1891 where the two copies 
are not the production of domestic typeset¬ 
ting. This was not so under the previous law. 
It was only necessary to deliver within ten 
days from publication two copies of the work 
without restriction as to the place of type¬ 
setting or printing (sec. 4956, Rev. Stat., pre¬ 
vious to amendment). It is impossible to 
hold that a copyright obtained in 1882 should 
have conformed to the requirements of the 
present law, or, failing to do so, be held in¬ 
valid and beyond protection now. Such con¬ 
siderations are necessarily persuasive to my 
mind that the act of 1891 looks to the future 
alone and not to the past as well, so far, at 
all events, as concerns the requirements im¬ 
posed upon a copyright applicant or owner 
under the section we are discussing. Other- 
wise it is necessary to conclude that a copy¬ 
right in 1882 is now void or less extensive 
than originally, because it did not or does not 
follow rules which the law did not impose 
until 1891. As you perceive, I am assuming, 
as conceded, that the Harpers’ copyright of 
1882 on the seventh edition of the work was 
complete and legal and was duly assigned to 
the present owners. 

But it may be argued, nevertheless, that 
the right should be assimilated to the rules 
of the present law so far as possible, and that, 
granting the copyright to be valid, importa¬ 
tions under the copyright should be prohib¬ 
ited unless made from type set within the 
LTnited States. Here the right vested in 
Harpers’ assignees may be viewed as con¬ 
flicting with the protection to domestic labor 
extended by the later law. I think, notwith¬ 
standing. that the rules of the earlier law 
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must cover this copyright in all respects dur¬ 
ing its life unless otherwise provided by ad- 
<iitional legislation, for the status of a copy¬ 
right then in existence with respect to the 
new policy (in copyright) of protection to 
American labor seems to have been a casus 
omissus in the act of 1891. We must keep 
clearly in view vested rights as well as the 
demands of protective tariff or protective pro¬ 
hibitions of importation. 

Again, it may be suggested that a new 
copyright should have been obtained under 
the act of 1891 for the eighth edition, issued 
in 1897, and not wholly a reproduction of the 
•edition of 1882. But while the eighth edition 
contains some corrections and additions, these 
appear to be comparatively trifling in extent. 
Therefore, although the new matter may lie 
outside copyright protection (assuming the 
unlikely case of unauthorized reproduction of 
such portions of the work and an action for 
infringement), it does not seem to me that 
these slight additions amount to the “sub¬ 
stantial changes” of section 4959 as amended 
by the act of 1891, which permits, rather than 
requires, a revised edition of a book by for¬ 
eign authors, theretofore published, to be 
copyrighted. Indeed, that section implies that 
a new edition may not be copyrighted unless 
there are “substantial changes.” So that the 
new matter seemingly does not require you to 
apply to the importation any other rules than 
those applicable to the said seventh edition 
under the existing law in 1882, when there 
•was no prohibition of importation of sheets 
printed abroad from type not set within the 
United States. The maxim, “The law does 
not care for trifles,” may be suggested in this 
connection, and to your practical determina¬ 
tion would appear to be committed the ques¬ 
tion when in fact such corrections and ad¬ 
denda carry a new edition over the line of a 
substantial reproduction of the preceding 
•edition. 

I come now to Mr. Conrad’s opinion (21 
Op., 159). He held— 

“That section 3 of the act of March 3, 1891, 
applies as well to books which have been 
copyrighted before as to those which have 
been copyrighted since the passage of the 
act.” 

But this broad announcement must be un¬ 
derstood to be restricted to the special case 
before Solicitor General Conrad, which was 
presumably that of American owners of an 
American copyright, obtained before the act 
of 1891, on an American literary work, who 
were seeking, under the act of 1891, to pre¬ 
vent the importation of an unauthorized for¬ 
eign edition, the remedy under the previous 
law being merely by way of forfeiture of the 
infringing copies and damages (sec. 4964, 
Rev. Stat., before amendment). Mr. Con¬ 
rad’s language is: 

“The act is prospective only as to this new 
security (the prohibition of importation) 
which it affords the owner of the copyright, 
and is not prospective as to the books to 
which that security applies. He cannot claim 
indemnity for losses sustained by reason of 
such importation and sale prior to the pas¬ 
sage of the act; but while his copyright con¬ 


tinues, whether it was acquired before or 
since March 3, 1891, the benefit of the act ex¬ 
tends to him.” 

In other words, Mr. Conrad holds that the 
act of 1891 protects copyrights obtained be¬ 
fore its passage, subject to an exception or 
limitation which he specifies, and does not 
consider whether its corresponding burdens 
are or can be extended to such copyrights. 
I am not prepared to say that certain benefits 
may not accrue to anterior copyrights under 
any of the language of the act of 1891, or subse¬ 
quent copyright enactments, even if the bur¬ 
dens residing in the present method of obtain¬ 
ing copyright do not attach. The language is 
occasionally general (see first sentence of sec. 
4966 as amended by act June 6, 1897, 29 Stat., 
481) ; in other places it is restricted by the 
phrase “as provided in this act” and other 
such phrases (sec. 4964 as amended by the 
act of 1891, 26 Stat., 1109, and sec. 4965 as 
amended by act March 2, 1895, 28 Stat., 965), 
which are similar in effect to the expressions 
“such copyright” and “so copyrighted” noted 
above from the present section 4956. But it 
can hardly be doubted that the owner of an 
American copyright seeking to be relieved 
from the necessity of typesetting in this coun¬ 
try, on the ground that his copyright was se¬ 
cured under a law which did not contain that 
requirement, cannot be heard to complain if 
he is remitted to his sole remedy of forfeiture 
and damages under that law, and is denied 
the right to prevent importation of competing 
foreign editions under the very provision of 
the later law from which he escapes. The 
suggestion unquestionably looks to the broad 
conclusion that such a copyright, relieved 
from the burdens of the present law, also 
takes no benefits thereby; but that general 
question is not before us, and while I may 
suggest some doubts respecting Mr. Conrad’s 
opinion, I am not compelled to overrule it, 
but merely to construe it as restricted to the 
case then submitted and as not controlling the 
present inquiry. 

On the conclusion which I reach, that the 
requirements and prohibitions of section 4956 
took effect in general prospectively and do 
not embrace in their burdens (without regard 
to their benefits) a copyright obtained before 
March 3, 1891, I may cite one of the author¬ 
ities quoted in the opinion in question, 
namely: 

. . . “The new parts or the changed 

portions (of an amended law) are not to be 
taken to have been the law at any time prior 
to the passage of the amended act. The 
change takes effect prospectively according to 
the general rule. (Sutherland on Statutory 
Construction, sec. 133.)” 

Such new law, unless expressly applied, 
should not be held to diminish or injure 
rights vested under the earlier law. 

I, therefore, answer your question by stat¬ 
ing that the importation in question is not 
subject to the prohibitive provision of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the act of March 3, 1891, amend¬ 
ing section 4956, Revised Statutes.

L. C. Page & Co. are now fully settled in 
their new quarters in the New England Build¬ 
ing at 200 Summer Street, Boston, where they 
occupy the entire top floor that was formerly 
taken up by the offices of the New England 
Railroad Company. The total space of the 
floor is about 8000 square feet—;-2500 feet of 
which are given up to well-equipped offices, 
and about 5500 feet to shipping room, stock 
rooms, etc. The offices are wainscotted 
throughout and pannelled in green, after the 
antique Flemish style. There is a special re¬ 
ception room for authors, and another for the 
book trade, in which are displayed the com¬ 
plete line of their publications. Both rooms 
are decorated in poster style, and with orig¬ 
inal drawings, etc. The offices are also fitted 
with a complete private telephone system, 
connecting with their principal printers and 
binders. They have also four large vaults 
for manuscripts, drawings, and plates, the 
largest of which is about 500 feet square. 

Henry Haynie, in the Boston Times, in a 
description of this house, ingeniously traces 
the origin of this firm back half a century. 
The original house, he points out, was started 
in Troy, N. Y., by W. H. Merriam, in 1840. 
About 1850 the firm name changed to Mer¬ 
riam, Moore & Co., and a miscellaneous pub¬ 
lishing business was inaugurated. In 1882 
the firm name was changed to Nims & 
Knight, and ten years later the publishing 
business was moved to Boston to be incor¬ 
porated as the Joseph Knight Co., the mis¬ 
cellaneous book and stationery business be¬ 
ing continued at Troy under the name of H. 
B. Nims & Co. In 1897 the corporation 
became the L. C. Page & Co., of the present 
day. Since 1892 the firm occupied quarters 
in the Estes Press building, 212 Summer 
Street, until February i this year, when a 
removal was made to the New England 
Building. 

The present firm is composed of two 
brothers, Mr. L. C. Page and Mr. G. A. 
Page, sons of a very distinguished journalist 
and publicist in the early part of the last half 
of the nineteenth century—Mr. Charles A. 
Page, who was the well-known special corre¬ 
spondent for the New York Tribune during 
the Civil War, and author of “Letters of a 
War Correspondent,” etc. Mr. L. C. Page 
graduated from Harvard in 1891, and after 
a year with the well-known publishing house 
of Estes & Lanriat joined the Joseph Knight 
Co. Mr. G. A. Page graduated from Har¬ 
vard in 1893 and entered the house of Estes 
& Lauriat that same year. In 1896 he, too, 
joined the Josenh Knight Co. Associated 
with the firm are Mr. H. G. Pagani, who 
served his apprenticeship with Copeland & 
Dav, whence he passed to the house of Small, 
Maynard & Co., and Mr. F. T. J. Nunan, who 
is in charge of L. C. Page & Co.’s New York 
office. He was fifteen years with the pub¬ 
lishing house of Frederick A. Stokes Co,, 
New York. In 1892, the first publishing year 
of the house in Boston, the list of new books 
issued was not more than 12 or 15. Last 
year the number of new books published was 
123. The house has an even larger number 
of books planned for the coming season.

THE BOOKMAN’S PLAN OF FIGURING THE 
BEST SELLING BOOKS. 

New York, March 14, 1901. 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Sir: We note in your issue for 
March 9 that a correspondent has written to 
you questioning the accuracy of our list of 
Six Best-Selling Books in the March Book¬ 
man. It is true that your correspondent’s 
tabulation would be correct, and that'“Alice 
of Old Vincennes” would lead “Eben Holden” 
if the total number of booksellers’ votes were 
taken as a final standard of popularity. Such, 
however, is not the system which we pursue. 
The lists are made up, as stated in the head¬ 
ing in each number, in the order of demand. 
Hence, when a novel is first on the list we 
count it as of more value than when it is 
second or third. Thus, in the number in 
question, “Eben Holden” was first on four¬ 
teen separate lists, whereas “Alice” was first 
on nine. It was in this way that “Eben” was 
ranked as the more popular book. Here¬ 
after, as there seems to be so much interest 
among the trade, and among readers gen¬ 
erally in these lists, we shall state at the head 
of this department, in each number, the math¬ 
ematical formula by which the final results 
are arrived at.

Maud Wilder Goodwin, the scene of which is- 
laid in Virginia in 1644, and whose climax 
deals with the attack on St. Mary’s by Clai¬ 
borne, Ingle and their men; “Ballantyne,” a 
strong novel by Helen Campbell; Richard Le 
Gallienne’s new romance, “The Love-Letters 
of the King, or.

While these charac¬ 
ters have been dealt with by the historian,, 
and perhaps by the romancer, individually, it 
is believed Mr. Pidgin is the first author to 
bring together in a romantic novel, as its^ 
chief characters, those two men who' were 
so prominent in the earliest history of this 
country, Aaron Burr and Alexander Hamil¬ 
ton. "While th-e historians have been inclined' 
to exalt the character of Hamilton to the 
discredit of Burr, even going so far as to 
brand him as a traitor and a murderer, Mr. 
Pidgin is more inclined to emphasize Burr’s 
nobility of character, to dwell on his great 
love for his daughter Theodosia and her son, 
while painting Hamilton and Jefferson as the 
blackest of political tricksters. The volume- 
will contain twelve illustrations from original 
oil paintings by C. H. Stephens, of Philadel¬ 
phia, who has already put himself in touch 
with the subject, as shown by his published' 
paintings of Theodosia Burr and her father*

Miss Frothingham here tells a very interesting story of a singer who learns through 
love that the power of great talent is less than the power of perfect womanhood. A 
igirl, suddenly deprived of the abundant income to which she had been brought up, 
sets out to make her living as a singer in opera. She studies in Paris, and becomes 
highly skilled in the technique of singing, but she sings without moving her hearers. 
Her heart has not been awakened, though she has meantime been loved with patient, 
loyal devotion by a splendid fellow, who goes regularly year after year to Paris to offer 
himself, but without success. After a few years a great misfortune comes upon him, 
and when the girl learns of it she appreciates his loyalty and awakes to passionate love 
for him. 

The characters are Americans, capable, clever, and attractive. The hero is a loyal, 
high-minded fellow; the heroine an ambitious and delightfully self-reliant girl. The 
book introduces its readers to interesting people who move in a wholesome atmosphere. 
Its style is light and graceful, and the dialogue is handled with unusual skill.

THE STORY OF EVA. By Will Payne, author of ‘'The Money Captain,”

This is a strong character story. It deals with social conditions not very uncom¬ 
mon, and treats them with distinct power and wisdom. A woman, hardly more than a 
girl, from a Nebraska village and a man from a small Eastern town meet in a Chica^ 
publishing house where both are employed, and they fall in love. They cannot marry, 
for the girl had earlier been married to a dissolute fellow whom she had left. After a 
while they live together. The man succeeds in business, and their differences in edu¬ 
cation and training tend to draw them apart. The man becomes indifferent and the 
woman unhappy, and meantime the worthless husband dies. A fire in the hotel where 
they live gives a vigorous moral shock to the man ; he awakes to his real love for the 
woman; they marry, and live happy ever after. 
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The force of the story lies in the development of the man and woman up to their 
nobler selves. It treats topics sometimes forbidden, but treats them with dignity, and 
carries a powerful moral. Its literary quality is far above the average novel, as are its 
power and its high significance.

An historical romance of the time of Braddock’s ill-fated expedition to Fort 
Duquesne. The hero, a Virginian, is much in love with a girl whose guardians do not 
favor his suit, and so the current of his true love is anything but smooth. He enlists 
as a soldier under Washington, and is detained long in the field in the midst of perils 
and hardships. Sometimes fate gives him a sight of the heroine, but there are long 
stretches of hope deferred. At last he has the good fortune to be the defender against ^ 
an Indian attack of a fort in which are the heroine and her guardians. His valor and 
resourcefulness save the fort, and he keeps the savages at bay until relief arrives. 

The guardians change their minds. 

Mr. Stevenson shows a thorough knowledge of the period to which his story relates ; 
he draws the character of Washington admirably, and depicts him with fine historic 
justice ; his hero and heroine are effectively presented and are uncommonly attractive ; 
and the style of the book is worthy of the strong, high-toned, very readable story it 
tells.

They wander over Europe, seeing the 
churches and galleries, lanes, fields, and mountains, and at the end is a real romance 
for the ward. The story is a pleasing fancy happily carried out.

Is there a better story-teller living than Bret Harte He has told many scores of 
incomparable tales, and here are nine more, breezy, genial, strong, full of the vast and 
venturesome West. The heroes are of the world-wandering, dare-devil sort, hiding^ 
under rough exteriors very tender hearts, and ready on occasion to turn instantly from 
gambling and brawling to some helpful deed with knightly gentleness. Sailors, argo¬ 
nauts, globe-trotters, Indians, vagabonds, and Chinamen figure engagingly in his tales. 
Frequently also enters a delightful girl, who illuminates the story with exquisite charm. 

Mr. Harte adds to the nine stories a chapter of genuine and picturesque autobio¬ 
graphy, entitled “Bohemian Days in San Francisco,” which lends a peculiar and per- ^ 
sonal interest to this book.

SAM LOVEL’S BOY. By Rowland E. Robinson, author of “ Danvis Folks,” 

“Uncle Lisha’s Outing,” etc. i vol. i6mo, ^1.25. 

This book, which Mr. Robinson finished just before his death, is — like his other 
books—full of the Vermont life which he knew so intimately. The hero’s life is 
described from the time of his naming, when he was three days old, until his eighteenth 
year, — a happy life of adventufe, and lived largely outdoors. Gran’ther Hill instructs 
him in trout-fishing and hunting; and the story includes Antoine, Sam Lovel (the 
boy’s father), and others of the Vermont group in which Mr. Robinson has interested 
his readers. The book ends with the boy’s enlistment in the Union army. The story 
is interesting as a story, but gains much additional interest from the uncommon life¬ 
likeness of the characters, the wholesome humor, and the photographic accuracy of its 
pictures of Vermont scenery and life. A pathetic touch of interest is added by the fact 
that this book, like some earlier ones, was written while the author was entirely blind. 
But he saw things with the “ inward eye” most distinctly.

This book recalls Dana’s world-famous book “Two Years Before the Mast,” since, 
like that, it tells in a straightforward manner of real experiences during twelve years of 
life on the sea, at first on merchant vessels, and later in the United States naVy. It 
pictures the actual life of the sailor, at sea and ashore, of ship management, the occa¬ 
sional severity of officers, and the intimate relations between the men. It includes, 
also, anecdotes, fo'c’s’le yarns, and brief descriptions of ports in many lands. It 
shows the sailor at his work and at his play, which is often quite as rough as his work. 
Mr. King tells his story with remarkable simplicity and frankness, which gives it the 
air of reality, and it is full of attractive interest and salty with the true savor of the 
sea.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF A JOURNALIST. By William J. Stillman, 

author of “ On the Track of Ulysses,” “ Francesco Crispi,” etc. With two portraits.

This is a notable addition to the numerous volumes of biography and reminiscence 
which have appeared of late years. It is one of the richest and fullest, for Mr. Stillman 
is one of the most picturesque characters of the present day, and his interesting 
career reaches back to an earlier generation. Few men now living have had so dis¬ 
tinguished a group of friends, and hardly any other has had a life so varied in 
achievement and adventure. His story covers his childhood ; his years as a student 
at Union College when the wise Dr. Nott was its president; his study of art in 
Amenca and in Europe; his editorship of The Crayon, which brought him into contact 
with Bryant, Lowell, Norton, and others who have become famous ; his English 
e.xperiences, with Ruskin, Watt, the Rossettis, and others ; the Adirondack camping- 
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party which he engineered, and which included among others Emerson, Agassiz, Judge 
Hoar, Lowell, and John Holmes ; his terms of service as United States Consul at 
Rome and in Crete ; his experiences in Herzegovina, Montenegro, and Greece while 
correspondent of the London Times, and later in Rome. Mr. Stillman writes with 
great frankness and with kindliness of judgment, and his Autobiography forms two 
uncommonly interesting volumes in its attractive department of literature. They 
have two photogravure portraits: one from a drawing by Rowse, representing him as 
a young man; and one from a recent portrait by his daughter.

JONATHAN EDWARDS: A Retrospect. Being the Addresses delivered in 
Connection with the Unveiling of a Memorial in the First Church of Christ in 
Northampton, Mass., on the isoth Anniversary of his Dismissal from the Pastorate of 
that Church. Edited by H. Norman Gardiner, Professor of Philosophy in Smith 
College, and Chairman of the Edwards Memorial Committee. With an engraving of 
the Memorial representing Edwards full life-size, and in the act of preaching, and 
portraits, reproduced from old paintings, of Edwards and his wife, i vol. i2mo, ^1.25. 
The great fame of Edwards and the circumstances of his dismissal from his North¬ 
ampton pulpit lent a peculiar interest to the celebration at Northampton, in June, 
1900. There must be many who will be glad to have this book, which contains a per¬ 
manent record of an occasion of such significance. It comprises addresses as follows : 
The Place of Edwards in History, by Prof. A. V. G. Allen, of the Episcopal Theologi¬ 
cal School at Cambridge, Mass.; The Significance of Edwards To-Day, by George A. 
Gordon, D. D., pastor of the Old South Church, Boston; The Influence of Edwards on 
the Spiritual Life of New England, by Prof. Egbert C. Smyth, D. D., of Andover 
Theological Seminary; Greeting from Yale University, by Prof. George P. F'isher; 
Greeting from Princeton University, by Alexander T. Ormond, Ph. D. ; Edwards in 
Northampton, an historical address, by Rev. Henry T. Rose, present minister of the 
First [Edwards’] Church ; The Early Idealism of Edwards, a lecture given to classes 
in philosophy at Wellesley and Smith Colleges, by the editor. Prof. H. Norman Gardiner. 
These addresses are not mere eulogies, but earnest attempts toward just estimates of 
a remarkable man. Taken together, they present a noble portraiture of the great 
theologian, metaphysician, and preacher, and a just impression of his character and 
his influence upon the country. The tribute is all the more notable from the eminence 
and the high literary skill of those who participated in it.

THE LIFE AND TIMES OF WILLIAM LOWNDES. By H. H. Ravenel. f

This book tells the story of a brilliant Southern statesman, who was an admirable 
example of the Carolinian type of gentleman and scholar in the early years of the nine¬ 
teenth century. Though he died at the age of forty, Mr. Lowndes had served in the 
legislature of South Carolina, and had been in Congress ten years. He had an instinct 
and great aptitude for public affairs, also the bearing and distinction which inspire 
confidence and profound respect. His life has been written by his granddaughter, and 
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it gives not only the picture of a statesman and gentleman of a high and fine strain, 
but, incidentally, interesting glimpses of the attractive life Carolinians led two or three 
generations ago.

The author is peculiarly well 
equipped for his task by long and intimate association with Mr. Cooper, and the book 
is marked by candor, clearness, and vigor of style. 

Mr. Merwin, who is well known as a student of political history, here presents a very 
attractive picture of Jefferson’s personality, and describes with high appreciation and 
due proportion Jefferson’s brilliant youth, his services in the Revolution, as Governor 
of Virginia, Envoy to Paris, Secretary of State, and President. 

Dr. Hodges, Dean of the Episcopal Theological School at Cambridge, Mass., writes 
of Penn and his great experiment with ample knowledge, and with the charm which 
his deep interest in social development and his literary art naturally lend to his valu¬ 
able book.

This edition of Lord Macaulay’s Works will appeal strongly to readers who wish his 
writings in thoroughly handsome library volumes, edited with scholarly care and skill. 
This reissue of Macaulay follows the edition prepared by his sister, Lady Trevelyan. 

It comprises all that has been included in previous editions, and adds several essays | 
and many letters. 

A General Introduction, of great value and interest, by Mr. Henry D. Sedgwick, 
Jr., prefaces the edition, who also prefixes Editorial Notes to the several divisions of 
the work. An extended bibliographical sketch is furnished by Mr. W. Dawson John¬ 
ston, who comments upon the important books on English History which have appeared 
since Macaulay’s History was published, and reviews some of the sources of information 
which were used by Macaulay himself. 

The striking features of Macaulay’s History and Essays which give them so firm a 
hold on the interest of the English-reading world are effectively stated by Mr. Sedg¬ 
wick in his Introduction, as follows : — 

^^The History of England is the great romance of the modern world. . . . The 
•story of England outdoes the Waverley novels. Its panorama extends like the visions 
•of an enchanter ‘ innumerable of stains and splendid dye.’ Macaulay’s History suits 
the majority of Englishmen by its virile directness, its honest clearness, its bold defi¬ 
niteness.”

Azel Ames, M. D., Member of The Pilgrim Society. With Maps and Charts show¬ 
ing the Course of the Pilgrims, and a Portrait of Governor Edward Winslow, i vol. 
large 8vo, printed from old-style type, on antique paper, and handsomely bound. 
$6.00, net. 

Dr. Ames was led, through his great interest in all that relates to the Pilgrims, to 
make a very thorough analysis of the several documents connected with their exodus. 
He has studied the history of the Speedwell; the model and rig of the May-Flower, 
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her charter, officers, crew, passenger lists, quarters, provisions, lading, etc.; and he 
has from all accessible data constructed a Log of the May-Flower’s first (and, histori¬ 
cally, most important) voyage to America; and in an Appendix he reprints some of 
the most significant documents referring to the subject. Dr. Ames has done a very 
laborious piece of work, and is confident that, by his analysis, he has in many details 
reconstructed the history of the Pilgrim migration to Plymouth. He can confidently 
count on a very attentive reading for his book by all descendants of the Pilgrirns, for 
whom it will have a deep and permanent interest. It gives to the May-Flower’s voyage 
a greater lifelikeness than it has heretofore had. The book will be brought out in 
very attractive form, being printed in seventeenth-century style, on antique laid paper, 
with ornamental initials, chapter headings, and tail-pieces, and bound in a style har¬ 
monious v/ith its character. 


Letters to Washington 

LETTERS TO WASHINGTON. Vol. III. 1758-1770. Published by the 
Society of the Colonial Dames of America. Edited by Stanislaus Murray 
Hamilton. 8vo, ^5.00, net. 

This volume contains letters from Washington’s more generally known correspond¬ 
ents of that date, — Lord Fairfax, Colonel Bouquet, Speaker Robinson, and George 
Mason. In addition to these, and constituting an essential feature of the volume, are 
letters from many persons prominent in Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Virginia history, 
of whom little — if anything — can be found in printed works. 

• These letters contain interesting and hitherto unpublished details concerning the 
expedition of Brigadier General Joseph P'orbes, the fall of Fort Duquesne and the 
conquest of Canada, Washington’s marriage and life at Mt. Vernon, the education of 
John Park Custis, — showing Washington in his business relations and as a foster 
father; and, finally, indicate the beginning of that discontent and heart-burning 
among the colonists which preceded the Revolution. Like the previous volumes, this 
is virtually indispensable to students of American history.

This edition of Shelley’s Complete Poetic and Dramatic Works follows the lines of 
the Cambridge Edition of Longfellow, Tennyson, Browning, and others as heretofore 
published and received with popular favor. It is based on the Centenary Edition of 
Shelley, issued a few years ago, which was fuller than any edition previously brought 
out. The perfect flower of Shelley’s genius is represented here, and special care has 
been taken to secure accuracy of text. Professor Woodberry, who is second to no 
American man of letters in the knowledge, scholarship, and taste requisite to produce 
a thoroughly satisfactory edition of Shelley, has edited this, and supplied a Biograph¬ 
ical Sketch, and Notes wherever needed. The book is admirably equipped both for 
the student and the lover of poetry.

POEMS. By William Vaughn Moody, Instructor in English in the University 
of Chicago, author of ‘'The Masque of Judgment.” i vol. i6mo, gilt top, $1.25. # 

Mr. Moody bids fair to prove by his own work that American poetry has a promising 
future. His imagination is strong, his lyrical gift unusual, and the range and variety 
of his subjects far from common. He has grace and humor as well as vigor of thought. 
Some of his poems lately printed in the magazines, notably An Ode in Time of Hesi¬ 
tation, in the May Atlantic, and Gloucester Moors in the December number of 
Scribners Magazine, show that he wears the ‘‘singing robes” with marked dignity 
and with unquestioned right. These poems and others of similar quality will give his 
forthcoming book a high place in American literature.

Dr. Abbott’s object in this book is to trace in the Bible the origin and development 
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of the religious, political, and literary life of the ancient Hebrews, on the assumption 
that this life was a gradual development analogous to that of other nations. Nothing 
is presupposed respecting inspiration ; the character of the institutions and the litera¬ 
ture are left to speak for themselves. In this way the results of the modern methods 
of studying the Bible are given to the general reader, who has not the time, the books, 
or the equipment to pursue the processes of the literary or scientific criticism of the 
Bible; and it is shown that when the Bible is thus studied it proves to be a better 
vehicle of moral and spiritual life than when studied in the old literal and verbal 
manner. The book is marked by scholarship, reverence, and the freshness and force 
^which secure for Dr. Abbott so wide a popularity.

Dean Fremantle 
is one of the most conspicuous Broad Churchmen in the English pulpit, and in this 
book he offers a large-minded interpretation of historic Christianity as illustrated in 
the Bible, creed, sacraments, worship, and preaching, in their relation to the world of 
to-day. The treatment is clear, strong, direct, almost conversational in manner, as of 
1^ man talking to men, and not of a preacher discoursing to them. The book is a valu¬ 
able and interesting contribution to current religious thought.

This is the fifth volume in the series comprising Lectures on Immortality, at Har-

being: Immortality and the New Theodicy, by Rev. Dr. George A. Gordon ; Human 
Immortality, — Two Supposed Objections to the Doctrine, by Professor William 
James ; Dionysos and Immortality, — the Greek Faith in Immortality as affected by 
the Rise of Individualism, by President Benjamin Ide Wheeler; and The Concep¬ 
tion of Immortality, by Dr. Josiah Royce. 

In breadth of thought and force of conviction Mr. Fiske’s contribution to the litera¬ 
ture on this momentous subject is equal to the foremost that has preceded it. His 
argument is on the line of evolution, inferring from what man has already become by^ 
the play of the Infinite Force in whose beneficent hand he is, that the logical next step 
in his progress is the attainment of the life everlasting. His little book is great in the 
grasp of principles and in the vastness of the future which it prophesies for human¬ 
kind. Like his volumes on The Idea of God, The Destiny of Man, and Through 
Nature to God, its power and value are out of all proportion to its size.

This is a new departure among bird books. Mrs. Eckstorm has taken up a single 
group of birds, — a family of marked individuality, the several species of which are for 
the most part easily observed and identified, a family which is represented in all parts 
of our country, —and she has given a lively yet accurate and orderly account of this 
family, treating somewhat exhaustively of five of the commonest species, and less fully 
of the others. There are also several chapters on the habits of woodpeckers in general 
and on their structural peculiarities. Their four tools — bill, foot, tail, and tongue — 
are accorded special attention, and their interrelation of structure and habits is inter¬ 
estingly discussed. We are wont to think of the woodpecker as a carpenter, but Mrs. 
Eckstorm proves quite conclusively that he is really a miner; for in spite of the fact 
that he works in woDd, it is with the miner's tools and in the miner’s way. Though the 
book contains much interesting information, the author’s chief aim has been rather to 
stimulate observation and study, and she has presented her subject in a manner 
admirably fitted to attain these ends. The volume is attractively illustrated.

These volumes are the second and third in Mr. Vincent’s series of essays on French 
society and letters in the 17th century. Hotel de Rambouillet having been the first. 
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The French Academy deals in a very interesting manner with the brilliant period in 
French literature when Richelieu was its patron, and gives sketches of Chapelain “the 
observer of ancient customs,” Vingelas, Claude Favre, Baudoin, L’Estoile, Pellisson, 
and their brilliant fellow academicians. It presents a faithful view of the ambitions 
and aspirations which these founders of the French Academy cherished. 

The Corneille deals with the picturesque days when the drama was Cardinal Riche¬ 
lieu’s chief relaxation, and Corneille was easily first of the dramatists of his time. It 
gives an interesting appreciation of his genius and successes, not omitting his difficul¬ 
ties, the envy of his fellow craftsmen, and the hostility of Richelieu.

loon — lunch rooms, coffee houses, social clubs, athletic clubs, settlements, reading 
rooms, gymnasiums, etc. The book is based on ample facts gathered by special inves¬ 
tigators in fifteen of the larger American cities ; it is written clearly, forcibly, and can¬ 
didly, and is equipped with valuable diagrams and tables illustrating the situation in 
several cities. It is an important book for sociologists, reformers, temperance workers, 
and for all who are interested in saloons, whether to support or to oppose them.
